Cn the evening program for 
October 25 an attempt is being made to get through Soviet j arming by a 
saturation technique employing all transmitters normally beamed toward other 
parts of Europe. 701 hopes that this technique will be successful, as it 
was when eaployed at the initiation of Soviet nuclear testing last jear. 
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
